and diplomatic, in China were order- 
ed home, railway

between the two countries suspended 
and Chinese officials in Russia told 
they must leave immediately. 


The break was made late last 


night, almost to the hour upon ex- 
piratic"* . of a three day ultimatum 
given vtv Moscow to Nanking de- 
manding restoration of the status 
quo in Manchuria, where Chinese of- 
ficials have seized the Russian-owned 
Chinese Eastern railway. The Rus- 
sians allowed 24 hours for transmis- 
sion and translation of the ultima- 
tum. 


A note to Sia "Wen Sun, Chinese 


charge d'affaires, from L. M. Karak- 
han, vice commissar for foreign af- 
fairs, announced the Soviet action, 
the note saying that Nanking's an- 
swer to the Moscow -ultimatum had 
been entirely unsatisfactory. 
Pre- 


viously there had been reason to be- 
lieve the Nanking answer would be 
considered as conciliatory. 


M. Karakhan's note said that all 


means or reaching an amivable set- 
tlement of the situation growing out 
of events in Manchuria had "been ex- 
hausted. 
Entire responsibility 
for 


all consequences were placed on the 
Chinese government, whose answer 
to its ultimatum were termed un- 
satisfactory in content and hypo- 
critical in tone.

Crimes from This Source 


New London, Conn.—OP)—Gov. Al- 


bert C. Ritchie of Maryland, told the 
governors' conference at its closing 
session here today that the coun 
try's problem is not enforcement of 
the prohibition amendment but the 
eradication of crime, caused by the 
amendment. 


Governor Ritchie made his 
re- 


marks when the round table 
dis- 


cussions were begun. Prefacing his 
remarks, he said he would oppose 
the passage of resolutions author- 
ized by Governor Byrd of Virginia, 
Gardner of North 
Carolina, and 


Richards of South Carolina, which 
would put the conference on record 
as indorsing the Hoover law en- 
forcement 
commission 
and 
the 


statements of the Wickersham let- 
ter. 
v.-"It,is time-,sfor the country to $e- 
•alize £haC4tn'e>eighteenth amendment 
imposes no obligation on "the"State 
to- enforce it"," the, Maryland gov- 
ernor said. ."The amendment gives 
the state concurrent jurisdiction with 
the federal government in that re- 
gard, but whether the state exercise 
it is optional with them. 
If they 


choose not to do so they violate no 
legal or more obligation. . . . " 


DISAGREES ON EFFECT 


"I dissent, from Mr. Wickersham's 


suggestion that the states must take 
over the enforcement of the 
Vol- 


stead act within their borders. I have 
already pointed out that this 
is 


neither their constitutional nor their 
moral duty. I now say that in my 
opinion it would not tend to remedy 
the crime situation which Mr. Wick- 
ersham's commission was appointed 
to study. ..." 


"Aside from the class of crimes 


such as bootlegging- and hi-jacking 
which federal prohibition under the 
Volstead act has created, and aside 
from the crimes for which they are 
responsible and for offenses under 
the 
Volstead act, I doubt very 


much whether there is any crime 
wave. . Such crime wave as there is 
seems to me to revolve around the 
existing federal x system of prohibi- 
tion. . . . 
'' 


"In Baltimore 
. . . there is 


certainly no crime wave there. "We 
had less burglars in Baltimore in 
1928 than in 1924, less robberies and 
practically the 
same number of 


murders. 


"Arrests for burglary increased 


from 21 per cent in 1924 to 32 per 
cent in 1928; for robbery from 48 per 
cent to 53 per cent and murder from 
74 to 91 per cent. 


"Arrests for felonies generally in- 


creased from 33 per cent in 1924 to 
46 per cent in 1928. Convictions 
were practically the same in 1928 
as in 1924, about 85 per cent. For 
the first quarter of 1929 there were 
88 per cent. Cases ar° tried within 
three weeks or less from the date 
or arrest. 


NO MARYLAND DRY LAW 


"We have no state enforcement act 


in Maryland. Baltimore city police, 
under a ruling of the attorney gen- 
eral, do not arrest for offenses un- 
der the Volstead act, and the city 
courts do not ha%-e to try that class 
of case. The result is that both po-

it of the people, be said, but declared 
too inany people are asking govern- 
ment to save them from themselves 
when the control of their destiny is 
in their own hands. 


"There is a tendency to resort to

"The truth is that there has been an

IN GENERAL FUND 


Legislators Warn T h a t 


Emergency Tax Levy May 


^ Be Necessary 


Madison—(A>)—Warnings that the 


state's general fund faces a deficit 
which may necessitate an emergency 
state tax levy, are being sounded by 
numerous legislators. 


Senator Walter S. Goodland, Ka- 


cine, Conservative, declared on the 
senate floor that the auditor of the 
department of state informed him 
appropriations already voted by the 
legislature are sufficient to exhaust 
the general fund. A number of oth- 
er appropriation bills, calling for 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
have yet to be acted upon. 


One measure, passed by the assem- 


bly, 
would take $2,800,000 annually 


from the treasury for state aid to 
high schools. 


The assembly has arrived at two 


solutions of the financial situation, 
which the senate is expected to re- 
ject. One of the solutions is to make 
all electric utilities pay income tax- 
es, and make them pay their gen- 
eral property taxes at the local rate, 
instead of the average state rate. 
The solution would bring $2,000,000 
annually to the state treasury, ac- 
cording to its supporters. 


Another solution advanced by the 


assembly is to raise, the University's 
biennial appropriation through sur- 
taxes on incomes over $3,000, in- 
stead of taking the ?10,000,00 from 
jthe general fund and from increased 
tuition at the state school. 


The senate has long been recog- 


nized as the unyielding foe of the 
surtax, but ma^ predict several sen- 
ators will 'recede from their oppo- 
sition because of the state's financial 
needs. 


In the confusion over the financial 


situation, no action has been taken 
to change the 1927 income tax' law. 
The Kcliler administration's income 
tcx bill, which proposed to increa.se 
the exemptions on the small tax 
payer, has been withdrawn.

cial experts have' been revising it 
for many weeks, 1 :t it has not yat 
emerged from their hands for action 
by the legislature. ,

children often have playgrounds be-' 
fpre the cities, are in position to acquire 
ground for the purpjDse, and the .own- 
ers save an important.part of the cost 
of-carrying vacant land. "It should be 
possible to avoid the one obvious dis- 
advantage of this system. While using 
such temporary playgrounds, public^ 
officials, should go aheaa as fast as 
possible 
acquiring .and .developing 


permanent playgrounds so that when 
the owners are ready to' use their' va- 
cant lots for building or other pur- 
. poses, the youngsters won't be turned 
into the streets.

These 
mere Sights of imagination were soon over and 
he took up what was more alluring—actual fly- 
ing, -when, in 1S»0!>, he was graduated from the 
Polyte^hhical institute in Zurich. Switzerland.

D'Annunzio first came to America in 1918 to

X-Ray Very Valuable In 


TreatingBroken Bone$

All too frequently one hears^a per- 


son whose medical- education

Of course; a: fracture is a break 


and vice versa. Part of -the; trou- 
ble arises from the:-fact that the lan- 
guage ' of the surgeons relative to 
iractures, dislocations and ,«prains 
s highly complicated. The surgeons 
recognize simple fractures and com- 
pound fractures; they-speak of greeh 
stick fradtiires arid wJitamimited frae- 
ures; there may-be separation at th!e 
epiphysis, fracture into the-joint,- uii- 
united fractures and other varieties. 


The number of ways.in -which por- 


:ions of bone may be separated off 
or broken apart would astonish a 
cabinet maker or a layer of parquet 
loors. 


When bne thinks:that he has suf- 


fered breaking of bone, either of a 
smajl part, or cracking into the bone 
or breaking the bone into two .-parts, 
the..jnost important -thing is to fiml 
out exactly the nature and extent 
of the injury. Through ,his study of 
similar cases the. competent surgeon 
can tell a great deal by his exam- 
inatitfn 
pf the part, studying its 


movements, sounds, 
amount and 


character of swelling and shortening 


'or lengthening of tissues and amount 
of distortion. 


However, the most exact informa- 


tion is to be obtained by the use of 
the X-ray and it is by far the saf- 
est procedure in case of fracture to 
have the X-ray plate made as seon 
as possible. 


The first step in the correction of: 


the injury is to put tbl .parts of: 
the bone together .agaiir as' /nearly : 
as possible as they were 'before.' This 
is called setting the fracture. So'ine- 
ttaes because of the action' of the 
ligaments, or because apportion of 
the tissues has gotten between the 
parts of the bone this cannot be done 
without opening up the tissues.

are broken open, there is the added 
danger- of infection1 front- ah -tihclean 
open wound.

New 1'ork—Henry Ford is no in- 


corrigible check writer, leaving that 
end of the business to his subordi- 
nates, but the other day he limber- 
ed up his writ ing arm and tossed off 
a check for two cents—the first per- 
sonal check he had written in five 
years. 


Today the law sharps here say 


Mr. Ford can get six months in the 
federal jail house for this two cent 
check and can be finpd up to S500 
While Ford Motor of Canada has 
not reacted to the discovery, and 
Mr. Ford has not yet jumped 
to 


"\Vindsor, there is the federal statute 
looming up so high it couldn't be 
cleared by a pole vaulteis 


To write a cheek for less than $1 


is_a punishable offense. The law has 
never been amended except to omit 
the words, "at the discretion of the 
court," which leaves no 
possible 


loophole of escape for the judge if 
some zealous law enforced should 
drag Mr. Ford into court. 


Mr. Ford's check was made to J. 


F. Quinland of Xew York, secretary 
of the Lights Golden Jubilee com- 
mittee, and received by Mr. i Quin- 
land a few dajs ago. At a recent 
Atlantic City celebration of the in- 
vention of the incandescent lamp by 
Thomas A. Edison, Mr. 
Quinland 


loaned Mr. -Ford two cents to buy 
a- jubilee stamp. Mr. Ford promised 
to repay the loan. He did, and here's 
what the law books say:

It 
had apparently been generally for- 
gotten and it remained for C. Walter 
Randall, 
distinguished New* York 


E&torney, to bring it to light. Mr. 
Randall wanted it understood that 
he was merely amused at the dis- 
covery, and that he* would have kept 
it to himself if there were any re- 
mote chance that it might stir ,up 
trouble for Mr. Ford.
